them go to eastern ports by rail 
and coastwise shipping and go to 
the credit of those ports above 
Norfolk. 

When fully analyzed’ the impres- 
sive fact appears that moré than a 
third of all American exports are 
produced in the southern states. 


Yet the government is always 
giving‘its principal attention and aid 
to the ports of the northeast, im- 
proving their facilities and lavishing 
inordinate millions upon their im- 
provements, and at the s#me time 
are pinching. every appropriation 
proposed for the building up of the 
ports of the southeast and the gulf.

Petition for an injunetion brought 
by T. M. Bates and approximately 70 
loan brokers here against the Legal 


Aid society, the Negro Business league 
and the Atlanta Urban league was 
dismissed Friday by order of Judge E. 
D. Thomas in Fulton superior court. 

The order, based on failure of prose- 
cut ion, reseinds previous rulings and 
assesses the costs on the petitioners, 

Under the original petition the loan 
dealers sought to restrain the three or- 
ganizations from circulating literature 
alleged to have been damaging to the 
bnsiness and inciting “faulty and fic- 
titious” damage suits. 

It further set forth that the defend- 
ants had caused 700 injunction peti- 
tions to be filed against loan brokers 
in Fulton superior court. 

When the original petition was 
filed last April in Fulton superior 
court, many of the parties. which the 
suit listed as complainants notified 
the Legal Aid society that their names 
had heen used withent their know!l- 
edge and consent, and that had this 
been requested they would not have 
permitted the use of their names, ac- 
cording to J. L. Boyd, general 
counsel of the Legal Aid society. 

In diseussing the case Mr. Boyd 
said Friday thet “all of the attempt- 
ed injunctions were based on an effort 
to strangle civie organizations and 
hinder their efforts te enlighten the 
public as to commercial practices be. 
lieved to be fraudulent, illegal and 
dangerous.” 

At the recent hearing in superior 
court Attorney Boyd appeare’ before 
the ecofirt and presented affidavits 
from 25 of the alleged petitioners in 
whieh they stated they had ast au- 
thorized the use of their names in the 
original suit brought by loan inter- 
ests. 

No one appearing for the petition- 
ers, Judge Thomas took the matter 
under advisement, with the result that 
he dismissed the order Friday.
